Remarks 

The undersigned's Remarks are preceded by related comments of the Examiner, 
presented in small bold-faced type. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 25-31 allowed 

The undersigned thanks the Examiner for the indication of allowable subject matter. 

10. Claims 7, 9, 15-17, 19, 20, 22-24, and 29-31 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The Examiner has indicated that claim 7 is allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The claims have 
been amended in accordance with the Examiner's indication. In particular, the limitations of 
claim 7 have been incorporated into its corresponding base claim 1 . Accordingly, claim 1 is now 
in condition for allowance. 

Claims 2-6 and 8-11 depend, directly or indirectly, on claim 1 and are allowable for at 
least the same reasons stated with respect to claim 1. 

The Examiner has indicated that claim 20 is allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The claims have 
been amended in accordance with the Examiner's indication. In particular, the limitations of 
claim 20 have been incorporated into its corresponding base claim 12. Accordingly, claim 12 is 
now in condition for allowance. 
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Claims 13-19 and 21-24 depend, directly or indirectly, on claim 1 and are allowable for at 
least the same reasons stated with respect to claim 1. 

With regard to claims 29-31, the Examiner has stated that these claims are allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. The undersigned assumes this is a typographic error as the Examiner has 
already allowed the base claim 25 and, in fact, in paragraph 9 of the Office Action, indicated that 
each of claims 25-31 are allowable. 

Conclusions 

Claims 1 and 12 have been amended and claims 7 and 20 canceled. Claims 1-6, 8-19, 21- 
31 are now pending and believed to be in condition for allowance. Applicant respectfully 
requests that all pending claims be allowed.
